Read  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Governors  and  Subscribers,  held  at  the 
Hospital  on  Saturday,  February  22nd,  1902.

IN  THE  CHAIR. 


THE  Committee,  of  Management  have  great  pleasure  in 
announcing  that  His  Majesty  King  Edward  the  Seventh 
has  graciously  consented  to  become  Patron  of  the  Hospital 
in  succession  to  Her  late  Most  Gracious  Majesty  Queen  Victoria. 

In  presenting  to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  their  report 
for  the  year  1901,  the  Committee  of  Management  have  great 
pleasure  in  being  able  to  inform  them  that  the  finances  of 
the  Hospital  are  in  a  satisfactory  state.  They  commenced  the 
year  with  a  balance  in  hand  of  <£113,  and  closed  with  a  credit 
balance  of  £212,  but  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  this  is  due  to  the 
receipt  of  legacies  amounting  to  £120. 

Although  there  appears  to  be  a  general  impression  that  the 
Hospital  which  is  in  debt  is  the  most  deserving  of  support,  the 
Committee  think  the  public  should  not  withhold  their  sympathy 
from  an  institution  which  has  always  endeavoured  not  to  allow  the 
expenses  to  exceed  the  income. 

The  subscriptions,  church  collections,  and  amounts  received 
from  the  collecting  boxes,  the  most  reliable  sources  of  income,  have 
brought  in  nearly  as  much  as  in  the  previous  year,  while  the 
donations  show  a  welcome  increase  of  £124. 

Among  the  larger  donations  received  during  the  year,  the 
Committee  desire  specially  to  thank  Mrs.  Porteous  for  her  very 
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handsome  donation  of  £65,  result  of  her  annual  sale  of  work  ;  Sir 
William  Thiselton  Dyer,  K.C.M.G.,  C.I  E.,  and  Mrs.  Herbert 
Radford  for  donations  of  Twenty  Guineas  each;  while  Eastm 
Gibb,  Esq.,  W.  J.  Lancaster,  Esq.,  H.  Cuthbert  Parker,  Esq.,  and 
the  trustees  of  the  Richmond  Charities  each  gave  Ten  Guineas. 

Referring  to  two  sources  of  income,  very  much  valued  by  the 
Committee,  viz.,  the  Friendly  Societies  and  the  Collecting  Boxes, 
the  former  shows  a  slight  increase  and  the  latter  a  comparatively 
small  decrease. 

During  the  past  year  the  Committee  received  a  handsome 
legacy  of  <£500  from  Miss  F.  M.  Shaw  for  the  endowment  of  a  cot 
in  the  Princess  May’s  Ward  for  Children,  and  also  legacies  of  <£100 
from  Mrs.  Hepzibah  Chapman,  and  £20  from  R.  J.  Gompertz,  E^q. 

There  has  been  but  little  difference  in  the  daily  average  of 
In-Patients  during  the  last  five  years,  but  the  number  of  Out- 
Patients  continues  to  increase  rapidly.  The  casualties  and  dental 
cases  also  show  an  increase.  The  average  cost  of  each  bed 
actually  occupied  was  4s.  2d.  per  diem,  which  compares  favourably 
with  other  Institutions. 

By  the  death  of  Sir  George  Samuel  Measom,  who  joined  the 
Committee  in  1869,  was  appointed  a  Trustee  in  1888,  and  had 
always  taken  very  great  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Institution, 
and  who  in  its  early  days  was  instrumental  in  raising  by  means  of 
a  bazaar  the  sum  of  £700  towards  the  purchase  of  Shaftesbury 
House,  a  vacancy  occurred  in  the  position  of  Trustee,  and  at  a 
special  meeting  of  Governors  held  on  the  23rd  March,  1901,  Mr. 
Arthur  O.  Julius  was  elected  to  the  vacant  post. 

The  Committee  have  also  to  regret  the  loss  of  Colonel  Nettle- 
ship,  an  active  member  of  their  body  ;  while  in  the  death  of  Mr.  R. 
Alex.  Smith  (to  which,  although  it  occurred  in  January,  1902,  the 
Committee  cannot  help  referring  in  the  present  Report)  they  have 
lost  an  old  and  valued  friend  to  the  Hospital  and  one  of  its 
Treasurers. 

The  following  members  of  the  Committee,  viz.,  Mr.  Alfred 
Aldin,  Colonel  Rodney  E.  Mundy,  and  Colonel  Leslie  G.  Powell,

retire  by  rotation,  but  are  eligible  for  re-election.  Mr.  Arthur  O. 
Julius,  having  been  elected  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital,  will 
cause  a  vacancy  on  the  Committee,  and  a  second  vacancy  occurs 
through  the  removal  from  Richmond  of  Mr.  Arthur  T.  Marson. 

The  Committee  are  deeply  sensible  of  the  great  kindness  shown 
by  the  many  friends  who  have  contributed  gifts  of  magazines,  books, 
fruit,  flowers,  &c.,  which  have  done  so  much  to  brighten  the 
wards  and  cheer  the  invalids,  as  well  as  those  who  sent  presents 
and  assisted  at  Christmas. 

The  Committee  again  desire  to  express  their  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Medical  Staff  for  the  care  and  attention  they  have 
bestowed  upon  the  patients,  as  well  as  to  all  the  members  of  the 
Staff  connected  with  the  Hospital  for  their  efficient  services.

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ABSTRACT  OF  THE  RULES. 


79.  In-Patients  shall  be  admissible  every  TUESDAY  in  the 
year,  on  presenting  their  Tickets  of  Recommendation  at  the 
Hospital  before  Twelve  o’clock  at  noon,  such  Tickets  to  remain 
in  force  for  six  weeks  only. 

80.  ACCIDENTS  shall  be  admitted  at  all  times,  without 
letters  of  reccmmendation. 

81.  Persons  labouring  under  violent  inflammation,  or  other 
acute  disease  (being  otherwise  proper  objects  of  the  Charity  and 
properly  recommended),  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time,  by  the 
direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  attendance. 

82.  When  there  shall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital  for 
the  admission  of  all  persons  duly  recommended  and  qualified  to 
be  In-Patients,  preference  shall  be  given  to  cases  admitting  of 
the  least  delay. 

84.  No  woman  pregnant — no  person  disordered  in  their  senses, 
subject  to  epileptic  fits,  suspected  to  have  smallpox  or  other 
infectious  distemper,  having  habitual  ulcers,  confirmed  con¬ 
sumption  or  any  disease  that  may  be  judged  incurable,  shall  be 
admitted  as  In-Patients ;  or  if  inadvertently  admitted,  shall  be 
suffered  to  remain.

87.  In-Patients  may  be  visited  on  Sundays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  four  p.m.,  and  no  provisions 
will  be  allowed  to  be  taken  into  the  Hospital.  Should  any  visitors 
be  detected  taking  anything  out  of  the  Hospital,  or  introducing 
anything  contrary  to  the  rules,  they  will  be  strictly  prevented  from 
entering  in  future.
